WORTHY SIR: 
l Confefle, I ſomevvhat in-

they have hitherto been miſ-ledd. Vet on the 
one ſide, that ſaying in the Goſpel runneth 
much in my minde ; a If they heare not Mo/es 
and the Prophets, neyther will they be perſwaded, 
though one roſe from the dead: and on the other, 
that heavie iudgement mentioned by the A- 
poſtle; b becauſe they recerved not the love of the 
truch, that they might bee ſaved, God ſhall ſend 


them ſtrong deluſion, that they ſhould beleeve lyes. 
+ The woefull experience whereof, wee may 


ſee daily before our eyes in this poore nation: 
where, ſuch as are {low of heart to beleeve 
the ſaving truth of God delivered by the Pro- 
hets . Apoſtles, doe with all greedineſſe 
imbrace, and with a moſt ſtrange kinde of 
credulitie entertaine thoſe lying Legends, 
wherewith their Monkes and Friars in theſe 
latter daies have polluted the religion and 
lives of our ancient Saints. | 
I doe not deny but that in this Countrey, 
as well as in others, corruptionsdid creep 1n 
by little and little, before the Divell was let 
looſe to procure that ſeduction which pre- 
vailed ſo generally in theſe laſt times: but as 
farre as I can collect by ſuch records of the 
former ages as have come unto my hands 
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her manuſcript or printed) the religion pro- 
25 by the — 
and other Chriſtians in this land, was for 
ſubſtance the very ſame wich that which 
now by publike authoritie is maintained 
therein, againſt the forraine doctrin brought 
in thither in later times by the Biſhop of 
Romes followers. I ſpeake of the more ſub- 
ſtantiall points of doctrine, that are in con- 
troverſie betwixt the Church of Rome and 
us at this day, by which only we muſt iudge, 
whether of both ſides hath departed from 
the religion of our Anceſtors : not of matters 
of inferiour note, much leſſe of ceremonies 
and ſuch other things as appertaine to the di- 
ſcipline rather than to the doctrine of the 
Church. 

And whereas it is knovvne unto the lear- 
ned, that the name of Scoti in thoſe elder 
times (whereof we treate) was common to 
the inhabitants of the greater and the leſſer 
Scotland (for ſo heretofore they have beene 
diſtinguiſhed) that is to ſay, of Ireland, and 
the famous colonie deduced from thence in- 
to Albania: I will not follow the example of 
thoſe that have of late laboured to makediſ-

Of the Pſalcer there are extant fourc Latin tran- 
{lations out of the Greeke, (namely the old Italian, 
the Romane, the Gallican, and that of Millayne :) and 
one out of the Hebrew, compoſed by Sr. Hierome : 
whichthough it bee now excluded out of the body 
of the Bible, and the Gallican admitted in the roome 
thereof; yet in ſome Manuſcript Copies, it ſtill re- 
taineth his ancient place. three whereof I have ſcene 
my ſelfein Cambridge, the one in Trinitie, the other 
in Benet, and the third in Ieſus Colledge Librarie: 
where this tranſlation out of the Hebrew, and not the 
Vulgar out of the Greek, is inſerted into the context 
of the Bible. In the citations of G, and the 
Confeſſion of Saint Patrick, 1 obſerve that the Ro. 
man Plalter is followed, rather than the Gafican : in 
the quotations of Scaulius, on the other fide, the 
Gallicanrarher than the Roman. Claudius ſpeaking of a 
text inthe 118. (or as he accounteth it, the 1159, ) 
" Plalme, faith, that where the LXX. Interpreters 
did tranſlate it, © Lord ſave me, it was written in the 
Hebrew, Anna Adana: _ - which our Interpreter

That the common cuſtome of celcbrating the 
time of Eaſter was not alwaies obſerved by the 
Southerne Iriſh, may appeare by thoſe words of Bede, 
in the third booke of his hiſtory and the third chap- 
ter.
